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a first offset from the operating point, at least a second reference element (12, 30, 40, 72 ,74, 76 ) is provided which has at least a 
second reference transistor (12) with a second offset from the operating point equal in value but opposed in sign to the first buffer 
storage, wherein an in particular arithmetic average can be formed from the first offset and the second offset for approximating and 
achieving an optimum operating point. 
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
